The Bishop is not correct in stating 
that: “The Roman Churches attempt 
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ed to solve the problem of hell by in- 
treducing Purgatory.” The Roman 
Church has always taught that there 
is both a hell and purgatory. Justice, 
even as it is interpreted by human 
reason, demands both the one and the 
other. 

It true that human reason did 
not arrive at the conclusion that the 
punishment of hell consists in eternal 
fire, but, unswayed by prejudice or 
selfishness, human reason must con- 
clude that all “rebels against God,” 
passing from this life into eternity 
unrepentant, could not be rewarded. 
If annihilation of such a soul does 
not ensue (and it does not), then it 
must be eternally separated from God, 
and the Roman Church maintains that 


is 


this punishment of the loss of God is 
the principal affliction of hell. 
Human reason, of course, would 


never conclude that the offender in a 

ght way should be punished in the 
same manner and to the same extent 
as the offender in a very serious way; 
i therefore human reason upholds 
the idea of temporal as well as eternal 
punishment. Human justice, if justice 
an only be a reflection of the 
divine justice; and we know that hu- 
justice distinguishes between of 
fended and offender. It inflicts a slight 
punishment for minor offenses, and 
life-long punishment for major of- 
We minimize the infinite sanc- 
of God when we assume that He 
could take into His presence and re- 
ward eternally those whose lives were

conspicuous for crime, and who on 
earth were on the side of Satan habit- 
ually. 


The idea of hell would be repugnant 
only if man were not a free agent; 
only if it were not possible for him to 
escape it and to attain unto the bliss 
of Heaven. If “life and death are set 
before him,” and he freely chooses the 
latter, then we are not justified in 
speaking about the cruelty of God. 
The cruelty would be altogether on 
the part of the human individual. If 
man were not at least in danger of a 
terrible eternity. then how explain the 
great concern of the Almighty for 
him? How explain the Incarnation 
and Redemption’? The good tidings of 
Christmas were the coming of the 
“Savior, Who was Christ the Lord.” 
If there be no hell, why was man in 
need of a divine Savior? 

The Bishop is right when he de- 
clares that while Protestants, by pro- 
fession, disown purgatory, they, as a 
matter of fact, believe in it and do 
not believe in hell, If they believe in 
the ultimate salvation of the man who 
does not. die a saint; they believe, 
whether they own it or not, in a place 
of temporal affliction and separation 
from God. Catholics call such a place 
purgatory. Such a belief was held by 
God's people even in the Old Law, 
when they prayed for the dead that 
“they may be loosed from their sins.” 
Christ never repudiated that belief of 
the Jews, which certainly is evidence 
that it was in accordance with fact.

Non-Catholics attending Mdss see the altar on which 
are jighted candles; they see the priest garbed in strange 
vestments: they hear -him read or sing Latin prayers, and 
hear the choir answer in Latin, and wonder what it can be 
all about; they wonder whether Catholics themselves under- 
stand how to follow the Mass, whether they are not attracted 
to the same by its ceremony. 

It may surprise them to learn that three-fourths of all 
the Christians in the world at this day worship God on Sun- 
day by attending Mass; that for fifteen consecutive centuries 
all the Christians in the world worshipped God publicly by 
attending Mass; that the Christians immediately following 
the days of the Apostles built underground churches and al- 
tars where they attended Mass daily at the risk of their lives, 
owing to the imperial persecutions waged by the Roman Em- 
pire. Mass was said in the Catacombs under Rome over the 
tombs of martyrs, and this gave rise to the practice of includ- 
ing relics of martyrs in the altarstone over which the Holy 
Sacrifice is offered. This offers the historical reason for the 
burning of candles also. In the Catacombs it was necessary to 
have artificial light, and the Church has continued the prac- 
tice which connects her with Apostolic days. 

Most of the vestments of the priest are in keeping with 
the syle of dress worn in Apostolic times, while they also 
have symbolical meanings, representing the linens, the cords 
with which Christ was blindfolded and bound, and the gar- 
ment with which Herod ordered Him to be covered. 

At the altar of the Mass the priest impersonates Christ 
on Calvary in the act of offering the unbloody oblation which 
Jesus Himself offered at the Last Supper and ordered the 
Apostles, and naturally their successors, to do in His Name. 

Ceremony does not attract the Catholic to church at all, 
He usually attends that Mass with which the least display of 
ceremony is associated. :

The Mass being a sacrificial action rather than a com- 
bination of prayers, it is of little importance whether the 
Mass be said in one of the old languages or in the modern 
tongue. The Mass was said in Greek in the first century. Be- 
ginning with the second century, Latin was adopted in the Ro- 
man Empire, because it was the vernacular of the day. Latin 
continued to be the language of the people for several centur- 
ies, and of the cultured until the fourteenth century. The 
Latin language was retained because the international Church 
should have an official language of its own, and it eliminates 
the danger of changes of meaning, which so often result from 
the modification of a living language. 

In the Orient Mass is said in Syriac, the language nearest 
to that spoken by our Lord, in Arabic and in Greek, but not 
as those languages are spoken today. These languages have 
also undergone many changes since the time of Christ, but 
the original languages are retained, just as in the liturgy of 
the Hebrew people of the Old Law the language of the time 
of Moses was retained, while the Hebrew language underwent 

1any modifications as the centuries went on. 

Most of the Mass is said in a low tone of voice. and 
therefore the words of the priest would not be caught by the 
people even if he used the vernacular. The people have the 
literal translation of the liturgy of the Mass in their own 
language, and can follow it just as well as if the priest were 
using their language 


Why is death so universally feared if it merely means 
the end of everything? There are those who claim that they 
do not fear death, but they are the exceptions which only 
confirm the truth. If there were no life after death, why 
should not everyone who is afflicted with suffering or priva- 
tion or great worries, put an end to his life? While suicide 
usually is regarded as cowardly it would be the sensible thing 
if it brought about an end of all misery. 

And the fear of death which is characteristic of nearly 
all people is not fear of the act of dying. Death is common to 
every human being, therefore natural. It is as natural for a 
person to go out of the world by death as it is to come into 
the world by birth. The fear is based on the judgment or 
the account which every human being must render to his 
Maker. 

The saints had no dread of death. They looked forward 
to it as a new birthday, a birthday in a new life in which 
there would be no pain, nor sorrow, nor affliction of any 
‘kind, but rather joy and happiness beyond all conception, 
because God Himself would be their “reward exceeding great.” 
St. Paul, despite the fact that he experienced such interior 
peace as threw him into ecstasies, despite the fact that he 
saw many consolatory results of his ministry, “desired to be 
dissolved, and to be with Christ,” that is, he longed for the 
dissolution which death entails, so that his soul might wing 
its flight into the bliss of which he had had a faint glimpse, 
and which he declared human language inadequate to portray.

The date of Saint Therese’s Con- 
firmation was the 14th of June; the 
serious preparation she made to be- 
come a strong and fervent soldier of 
Jesus Christ and receive the Holy 
Spirit is related by herself in the 
“History of a Soul.” 

The Catechism Mistress, Mother 
Saint Francois de Sales, related be- 
fore she died: “Confirmation had been 
planned for Friday, but the Bishop 
came to say he would confirm at the 
Benedictine Convent on Saturday. 
Monsieur le Chaplain, Louis Domin, 
came to me and informed me of the 
change of day,” she says, “and told 
me to allow the children a relaxation 
from their retreat for this extra day. 
Therese unlike her comrades spent the 
extra day resorting to prayer, asking 
blessings from the Paraclete Who was 
soon to visit her, while the others 
played; then, she would come to my 
side and question me concerning many 
things. It is not incredible that by 
this time the Holy Spirit had entirely 
absorbed her soul.” 

Little Therese has given the world 
‘an account of the great ecstacy with 


: “Therese appeared 
more an angel than a human, a celes- 
tial fervor shown in her eyes. I can 
remember her then and at other times 
when she partook of the Holy Com- 
munion. Her features reflected the 
depths of her faith and the ardour of 
her love. It was as if ‘Angels had 
come and ministered to her’.” 

Mother Saint Francois de Sales, her 
teacher of Catechism, relates how: 
“Some time before her First Commu- 


nion, Therese practiced acts of devo- 
tion which she termed ‘flowers of the 
resting place of Jesus’. She wanted’ 
them numerous and as she naively | 
added ‘perfumed’. Then, it perhaps | 
sounded puerile, but now one sees it 
was a consuming love within her. Her | 
First Communion was her first step, | 
one may conjecture, in the events of | 
her life that followed, that lifted her | 
above the shadows of this. world,’ 
where already she had become part of | 
the light of Heaven.” 

The mistresses and some of the pu- 
pils observed this celestial light in her | 
eyes. She looked like an angel. From 
then on she seemed more grave and 
her piety appeared more mystic. A 
nun, who was a novice at the time 
(this nun is my special confidente and 
friend) says: “The day of her First 
Communion she entranced me. I knelt 
with my eyes fixed on her. She was as 
an illumination from Heaven, and I 
thought then great things have hap- 
pened to the sou! of Little Therese 
Martin. Later, when I read the “His- 
tory of a Soul”, I knew that I was not 
mistaken. After the Mass I had. the 
great happiness of clasping her in my 
arms, and kissing her, as she proceed- 
ed to the parlour, where the First 
Communicants went to greet their 
parents, before going to the garden 
where I was to watch them during 
their luncheon. I still kept watching 
Little Therese as I had done at Mass.
